Begonias

danger of frost is over. Or they may be planted directly outdoors if planted in a 
sheltered location and protected from late frosts. They will bloom continually 
until the tops freeze down in the fall. Instructions for planting and care, and 
for winter storing will be enclosed with your order. Place your order early 
before colors or types are sold out. 


GIANT SINGLE TYPE—The flowers of this type are enormous, sometimes reach- 
ing a size of 8” or over in diameter. They come in solid colors of white, 
pink, rose, yellow, apricot, salmon, crimson rose, and scarlet. 


SINGLE FRILLED TYPE (Crispa)—tThis is the most popular of the single types. 
It has four large petals beautifully ruffled or frilled, these being sometimes 
overlaid by another set of frilled petals. The colors are the same as those 
of the Giant Single type. 


CRESTED TYPE (Cristata)—A ibeautiful show type, the plants being covered 
with masses of flowers having a crested formation on the petals. (See illus- 
tration). This comes in the same colors as the Giant Single and the Frilled. 


DOUBLE CAMELLIA—This is the most popular type, having large double 
flowers resembling a camellia or rose. Colors are white, pink, rose, yellow, 
blush, apricot, orange, dark red, scarlet, dark salmon, cardinal red, flame 
orange, light salmon, crimson rose, American Beauty.
